After threatening a storm all day, the skies finally 
opened late afternoon Saturday, trapping fairgoers in the 
main tent to watch the fury of the thunder and lightning.

This reporter's 41/2-year-old son had never 
been to the fair before; this weekend he became hooked 
on the fair. The Kids Area provided the perfect mix 
of bubbles and Legos and a visit from some Disney 
Princesses and Spiderman. The biggest attraction was the 
Corn Box, a sand-box filled with dried corn kernels that 
the kids couldn't help but lie down in and make "corn 
angels". There were other kid's events including making 
a cranberry bog, where children could bring home their 
very own bog in a cup or, the highlight for my son, - the 
pie eating contest - won by little Virginia Belben, beaming 
with pride, blueberry pie smeared on her cheeks. 

The animal barn was filled with dairy and beef 
cows, calmly chewing the hay and graciously accepting 
the curiosity of little hands feeding them whatever green 
stuff they could find. Many of the cow's heads were 
shaved and their tails and bodies brushed in preparation 
for the livestock shows. The rabbit and dairy goat shows, 
with young 4-H participants, fascinated my son, with the 
rabbits held quietly on their backs for inspection by the 
rabbit judges. The kids who competed in these shows 
showed serious commitment and dedication as they 
trimmed their goat's hooves or tightly held their nervous 
rabbit before the competition. 

The food offered at the fair provided no end 
of variety - fava beans, pizza, fried dill pickles, sticky 
barbeque, shaved ice, fresh local peaches, lemonade, and 
cotton candy, to name a few. Of course, Capt. Bonney 
provided their delicious ice cream, which we sampled a 
number of times, between other savory delights. 

The competitions in the main arena ranged from 
the serious woodsman (and woman) show, in which

competition was scheduled for the Main arena on 
Saturday night, featuring 7 professional bouts, advertising 
"Tables Ladders & Chairs: No disqualifications - No time 
limit". 

The fiddle contest held in the Main tent was often 
in competition with the intense roar of the tractor pull

My mother depended on local farms of all sizes to 
provide her family with fresh seasonal fruits and veggies.

table. These tomatoes would be the stars of her bacon, 
lettuce, and tomato sandwiches. 

After securing the red treasure, she'd send me 
to the store to get the bread. Second only to the tomato, 
the bread for these sandwiches had to be a fresh loaf of 
Wonderbread. 

The soft, doughy enriched and bleached wheat 
slices baked in a factory located in New Bedford were 
a mainstay of our existence. They were breakfast before 
school, lunch during school, and - in the summertime - a 
participant in that sandwich unmatched anywhere else on 
earth: a BLT. 

Ma would cut thick juicy slabs of beefsteak 
tomatoes while the bacon sizzled splendidly in the cast 
iron flying pan. Meticulous as ever, she'd keep the flame 
just right to minimize the fat splatter, her stove was 
a beacon of cleaning virtue bar none. The simmering 
result was bacon cooked to perfection. The smell was 
intoxicating. 

On the table, she'd place the jar of mayonnaise, 
the absolutely necessary condiment, the shimmering plate

of tomatoes, the cooling strips of bacon, along with the 
bag of bread, "Come and get it!" 

Dad always got his plate first in deference to his 
position as the breadwinner, no pun intended, but he 
scanned his eye across the table noting the bounty he'd 
provided and, no doubt, taking pleasure in seeing his 
children fed. 

I'd carefully build my sandwich. Avoiding the 
tougher end slices from the bread loaf as I preferred the 
spongy inner slices. Then came a slathering of mayo, 
followed by a crisp iceberg lettuce leaf positioned to 
cradle the tomato lovingly placed in its waiting embrace, 
and finally the smoky, salty bacon strips. Take that you 
Jambon Beurre! Touche!!! 

We were a very causal family, not predisposed to 
sit at a dinner table, but instead we'd leave Dad at his post 
in the kitchen and bring our plates into the living room 
where Ma would have placed the TV tray tables, and 
where we'd watch the nightly news while eating supper. 

From the first bite until the last, the only thing 
I remember are those sandwiches, not what Walter 
Cronkite was reporting, regardless of its importance. I 
was eating a summer BLT. 

The combination of soft yielding bread, creamy 
mayonnaise, acidic and flavorful tomato flesh, and salty 
crunchy bacon blended slowly in the mouth of an eight- 
year-old connoisseur - is this not how a gourmand is 
created I ask you? And given that all these decades later 
one of my fondest childhood memories are the summer 
tomatoes of my youth prepared into BTL sandwiches by 
my mother, well it speaks volumes, does it not? 

Today, my favorite sandwich remains a white 
bread BTL, although the bread most likely is sourdough 
or, I must confess, even a baguette. 

From my three tomato plants I harvest my small 
crop of homegrown jewels. As I assemble my leafy greens 
and lemon tomato sandwich with mayo, I think of Ma and 
how much she taught me to appreciate simply good, fresh 
foods. While she was the Queen of all things frozen and 
canned, in the summer, she knew the few precious weeks 
of fresh fruits and vegetables had to be taken advantage 
of - maybe she hoped I'd remember.

The Rochester Board of Selectmen discussed 
Monday night the impending retirement of Council on 
Aging Director Sharon Lally who is expected to leave the 
Council effective the end of August 2019. 

Chairman Greenwood "Woody" Hartley stated 
that the Board of Selectmen created a selection committee 
to seek applicants for the position of director of the 
Council on Aging. They are seeking three members of the 
community to be a part of the Director Selection Team. 
Letters of interest should be sent directly to Sharon Lally. 
Additionally, Council on Aging board member Ruth 
Philbrook submitted her letter of resignation from the 
council. 

With a very light agenda. Hartley took the 
opportunity to answer questions he had received 
regarding the Chapter 61a tax abatement program run 
by the state. When a property comes out of Ch. 61a, 
Hartley said, the town has the opportunity to purchase 
the land. He has been asked why the town has not taken 
greater advantage of this opportunity Hartley gave the 
parcel on the corner of Mendell and Rounseville Roads 
as an example, stating "[It's] going out of 61a, it's quite 
a few acres, but we didn't even consider it because it

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is considered industrial because it has a solar array. In 
Rochester, we assess [this] land with solar on it at $250,000 
a year, which makes that land worth millions of dollars. 

It would have been a nice piece of land, but not at that 
price." 

The board waited for an appointment with 
Lorraine Thompson for the use of the Pine Street property 
for a Lion's Club/Fire Department Touch a Truck event, 
but she did not make the meeting. The board also briefly 
discussed the Town Hall and Annex hours of operation, 
but will take up the discussion again at their next meeting.

Documents Signed for Bike Path Easements 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

Mattapoisett's Board of Selectmen met at 7:30 
am on August 16 to sign some twenty legal documents 
related to the upcoming construction of PhaselB of the 
Mattapoisett shared use recreational path, aka, the bike 
path. 

This section of the bike path has had its fair 
share of obstacles including the number of easements 
needed, the requirements set forth by the Massachusetts 
Department of Transportation (Mass DOT), and the 
environmental impact of crossing wetlands - it has been a 


very long and complex process. 

Echoing that sentiment on this morning, town 
administrator Michael Gagne said, "There are a number 
of documents that need to be forwarded to the Mass DOT 
agent to effectuate Phase IB from Mattapoisett Neck Road 
to the parking lot at Depot Street." He said that there 
had been many long meetings and negotiations with all 
parties that included the YMCA, Reservation Golf Club, 
Dennis Mahoney and Sons, and five abutters whose 
properties are contiguously located along the bike path on 
Mattapoisett Neck Road. 

When all was said and done. Selectmen R. Tyler 
Macallister and Jordan Collyer signed some twenty 
documents and engineered plans needed to be able to 
move into the construction bid phase. 

The town's attorney in this matter, Matthew 
Thomas, carefully explained each piece of paper or plans 
associated with Phase IB that required a vote by the board 
of selectmen. 

Thomas described the first set of documents 
as an agreement between the town and the YMCA and 
Reservation Golf Club for easements. Thomas said that 
concurrent with the Board of Selectmen meeting, the 
Board of Directors for the YMCA were meeting to solidify 
their early vote to accept the easement as presented 
and gift it to the town. He said that although he did not 
anticipate a problem, in the event that that agreement 
failed, the selectmen would need to vote to approve a

"taking" of the easement. Those documents were accepted 
and signed. 

As a point of clarification, Thomas said that all 
easements being discussed during this meeting were 
easements over existing sewer and railroad easements 
already in place, but such easements were required as 
part of the agreement with Mass DOT. He said that the 
easements from the YMCA and Reservation Golf Club 
were gifts. The acceptance of the easements from these 
two entities were approved at the May 2017 annual Town 
Meeting he said. 

Regarding easements involving property owned 
by Dennis Mahoney and Sons, Thomas said it was within 
their right to disagree with the $1,900 pro tanto payment 
and value assessed on the easements. The selectmen 
signed documents for taking of the easements. 

There were five abutters along Phase 1 of the bike 
path who needed to give permission for the placement of 
hay bales in easements on their property for the upcoming 
construction of Phase IB. Gagne acknowledged their 
willingness and thanked them for their kind cooperation 
in the process. 

There were also documents signed giving 
Mass DOT the right to enter town property during the 
construction phase and review engineered plans and 
deeds of easement. The selectmen also approved an 
easement along Goodspeed Island Road as well as the 
layout, and there was a vote to dedicate the path as a bike 
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Tue, Thu, Fri 9-5; Sat 9-12 
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and pedestrian path for recreational use as required by 
Mass DOT. 

Regarding the Reservation Golf Club, Gagne 
said at the end of the meeting that the board of directors 
were "great to work with", including the partnership 
between the town and the private golf club for use of 
the parking area and beach at the end of Reservation 
Road. He said that during his negotiations with the club, 
they asked for permission to erect a sign on Route 6. The 
selectmen agreed to send a permit request to the building 
department on behalf of the club. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for August 22 at 6:30 pm in the 
town hall conference room. 


Marion Selectmen Tackle Big Issues 

Marion Board of Selectmen

The August 21 agenda for the meeting of the 
Marion Board of Selectmen was packed with weighty line 
items. Everything from wastewater treatment to sewer 
extensions, from bike paths to Green Community status 
and open space - the two-hour meeting touched on them 
all. 

Before launching into infrastructure and suburban 
planning, the selectmen had the pleasant task of voting to 
appoint Police Officer Jeffrey Habicht to Sergeant. 

Speaking on Habicht's behalf, Marion Police

Lt. Nighelli said that Habicht's list of accomplishments 
included a bachelor's degree from State University of 
New York, a master's degree from Canisius College, as 
well as currently being a Massachusetts Police Training 
Council Instructor for first responders. Habicht has been a 
police officer for sixteen years. 

After the appointment of Sgt. Habicht, the 
selectmen also met with John Rockwell, chairman of the 
open space committee, who gave the board results from a 
recent public survey. Rockwell said that the results were 
no surprise and had a 46-percent return rate. He stated 
that respondents were interested in safe walking and 
biking recreational pursuits, along with concerns about 
the quality of the water in Sippican Harbor. 

Seguing from open space surveys to the proposed 
Marion bike path, the selectmen met with Jeff Oakes of 
Forth-CLE Engineering Group, the engineers designing 
the Marion Bike Path. 

Oakes displayed the route for Phase 1 of the 
bike path that will extend from the confluence of Route 
105 and Front Street to Point Road, approximately 3.7 
miles. He said that the plans had reached the necessary 
25-percent stage in compliance with a milestone set in the 
Massachusetts Department of Transportation (Mass DOT) 
who is on track to provide some 3.5 million in funding 
for the project. Oakes explained that the plans would be 
presented to Mass DOT on Friday, August 24. Another 
milestone Oakes discussed was a public meeting in April, 
which would be led by the Mass DOT, but held in Marion. 

On the theme of beautification of public 
spaces in Marion, Selectman John Waterman asked 
the other members to consider ways to work with the 
Marion Garden Group for long-term maintenance of 
spaces they plan on improving through landscaping. 

They acknowledged that the town's Department of 
Public Works did not have the staffing or expertise in 
maintaining planted areas. The selectmen asked Town 
Administrator Paul Dawson to schedule a meeting with 
Liz Hatch, the prime mover from the Marion Garden 
Group who spearheaded the effort to spruce up the 
town, so that plans could be formulated. Waterman also 
suggested setting up a fund specifically for collecting 
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donations earmarked for ongoing maintenance activities 
of the upgraded green spaces. Dawson was asked to 
coordinate the establishment of a beautification fund. 

The selectmen spent some time discussing the 
importance of strategic planning for wastewater treatment 
and septic systems. Dawson said some of the moving 
parts for evaluating various aspects of these two systems 
included a comprehensive amendment to the wastewater 
plan, identifying areas for future expansion of the public 
sewer system, and facing regulatory hurtles. Dawson said 
he would set up a meeting with CDM Smith, the town's 
civil engineering consultants, to begin the process of 
prioritizing future plans. 

The selectmen then shifted to a discussion on 
solid waste issues. Dawson had been asked to research 
outsourcing of curbside trash removal, currently handled 
by the town. Waterman said that given the possibility of 
needing to replace a trash compactor in the near future, 
outsourcing might be a viable option. He asked Dawson 
to secure three proposals from contractors providing this 
type of service. Dawson also mentioned that he had been 
exploring the possibility of regionalization of solid waste 
removal with surrounding towns. 

On this theme, the selectmen also asked Dawson 
for an update on the Carver, Marion, Wareham Regional 
Refuse Disposal District in the wake of ongoing litigation 
leveled against its former director and other parties. 

Dawson said that presently the board of directors 
was reviewing audit options, but he wasn't convinced 
that auditing some of the earlier years would yield much, 
because of missing documents. He said forensic audits 
could top at more than $100,000. Moving forward, he 
said that all the necessary checks and balances were in 
place. "We are using best practices now," he assured the 
selectmen. 

Dawson reminded the selectmen that a public 
forum was planned for September 20 at which time such 
issues as wastewater management, DPW study, solid 
waste disposal, and renovations to the Town House 
would be discussed. He asked the selectmen to provide 
him with any other topic areas for the agenda. 

Also meeting with the selectmen was David 
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Pierce, chairman of Marion's Energy Management 
Committee. Pierce gave the selectmen an update on 
where the town stood in relationship to the requirements 
for becoming a designated Green Community. Such a 
designation could lead to many thousands of dollars in 
grant monies, he assured the selectmen. 

Pierce said there were five criteria. The first was 
selecting a site for alternative energy generation. He 
said the town had completed this by selecting Benson 
Brook Transfer site as a possible location for a solar 
array. Number two called for the adoption of expediting 
alternative energy facilities permitting. According to him, 
the creation of bylaws governing solar arrays satisfied 
this point. Number three required the establishment of 
benchmarks for energy use and reduction. This Pierce 
said had begun with the purchase of electric cars and 
energy audits. The fourth objective was purchasing fuel- 
efficient vehicles - check - the town now owns electric 
cars used by various town departments. And last, but 
not least, number five required the minimization of life- 
cycle costs for new construction. Pierce said that one way 
to accomplish this was for the town to accept the new 
state building code known was the Stretch Code. On 
this point he said there would be a meeting on August 
27 in the Music Hall at 7 pm for builders and architects 
in town to learn more about the state code. He also said 
his committee would be writing a warrant article for the 
annual Fall Town Meeting to ask voters to adopt the new 
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building code. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for September 4 at 7 pm at a 
location to be announced. 

Last Minute Continuation Granted 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

Once again the developers for the Brandt 
Point Village subdivision failed to appear for a hearing 
scheduled with the Mattapoisett Planning Board. This 
time, however, they requested a continuation to hear a 
request for a modification to a definitive subdivision plan 
at noon on August 20, the same day as the hearing. 

Chairman Tom Tucker read a letter submitted by 
Alan Loomis of McKenzie Engineering, representative for 
Armand Cotelleso, the developer, and Marc Marcus of 
Omega Financial, the owner and investor of the project. 
The letter simply asked for a continuance to September 
17, the next scheduled meeting of the Planning Board. 

The Planning Board previously rescheduled an August 
6 hearing when Loomis advised the board that abutters 
had not been properly notified as required by law. The 
new hearing date will be September 17 as the request was 
approved by the board. 

Later in the meeting when Tucker was asked 
how he could be sure representatives for the subdivision 
would be present at the September meeting, he said. 
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"They had to have everything complete (on Phase One) 
by August 1. They have 30 days after that date to comply 
With the holiday in September they'll actually have 
closer to 45 days." When asked what would happen if 
they weren't in compliance by then. Tucker indicated the 
developer would be in default, "They can't do anything 
further." 

Planning Board Assistant Mary Cairn confirmed 
there are funds in escrow. Tucker said after the meeting 
that escrow funds could be used by the town to finish 
Phase One if the developer defaulted. It was unclear what 
would become of structures already constructed in Phase 
Two. 

Tucker expressed confidence that the developer's 
attorney, John McGreen, would be present for the 
September hearing. Crain had noted that the town's legal 
representative would also be in attendance at the next 
public hearing in this matter. 

The board members also discussed a draft of 
a bylaw change submitted by Paul Madden of G.A.F. 
Engineering. The discussion focused on the implications 
the bylaw changes would have on the use of Form A lot 
inclusion for yield plans in cluster subdivisions. Tucker 
said that the board already had control to include Form 
A lots in subdivision yield planning, and, in his opinion, 
to accept only Form A lots in subdivisions planning, as 
the draft suggested, would be surrendering the control 
and flexibility the board currently holds when reviewing 
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multi-unit projects. 

Resident Paul Osenkowski spoke on behalf of a 
project that had been proposed by Madden for his client 
David Nicolosi during a June meeting of the Planning 
Board - the impetus for Madden's bylaw change. At 
that meeting, informal discussions put a parcel located 
off Chapel Road front and center with several abutters 
expressing concern about its possible development. 

The conceptual project would have included at 
least one Form A lot in the yield plan. It became unclear 
to the Planning Board members that they could mix Form 
A lots with Form C lots for yield plan consideration. 
Madden, while not presenting fully fleshed out 
engineering plans, said that the concept would allow for 
a creative use of the parcel with no negative impact to the 
wetlands and, in his opinion, the board had the power to 
accept such a plan. 

On this night. Planning Board member 
Janice Robbins once again referred to what she called 
"ambiguity" in the current subdivision bylaw. She was 
weary of town counsel's opinion that the Planning 
Board had the control, returning to her concern that the 
language was unclear. 

Osenkowski urged the board members to act 
on behalf of the community and not get hung up on the 
technical language in the bylaw. 

Tucker stated, "Town counsel said we could 
decide on a case-by-case basis." But Robbins held to a 
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concern that that was only town counsel's opinion and 
that subdivision bylaw language, as it is currently written, 
was not clear enough. He said, "Even with town counsel's 
opinion, we should get rid of the ambiguity." 

In the end, the board unanimously moved not to 
support Madden's bylaw change with no further action 
on the existing subdivision bylaws. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board is scheduled for September 17 at 7 pm in the town 
hall conference room. 

Planning Board Wrestles with 
Marijuana By-law 

Marion Planning Board

Board member Eileen Marum presented the 
Planning Board with a draft "Adult Use of Marijuana" 
by-law for its review Monday night, with the intention 
of getting the board's approval to send the article to the 
fall town meeting. However, some board members took 
issue with elements of the draft, compelling the board 
to schedule a special meeting at the end of this week to 
finalize the draft. 

In giving the public context for the by-law 
discussion, chairman Will Saltonstall reminded the 
board that the commonwealth legalized marijuana in 
2014, with Marion approving the measure by 7 votes. 
Marion adopted a moratorium on the establishment of 
recreational marijuana businesses at the 2017 fall town 
meeting to give the state and the Board of Health time 
to work on their regulations. The moratorium expires in 
December of this year, and the Planning Board has been 
charged with developing a by-law for the 2018 fall town 
meeting. 

Member Marum stated that she developed the 
by-law while referencing other town's by-laws as well 
as following the commonwealth's laws and regulations 
very closely, saying "This by-law meets the requirements 
- [it's] pretty comprehensive. The definitions come 
directly from the state law." Marum added that both town 
counsels are reviewing it. 
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Saltonstall provided the board with a color- 
coded map of the limited industrial zoning district, 
which is the area the by-law contemplates allowing the 
marijuana establishments, by special permit, to be located. 
Saltonstall sketched the map in an effort to show the 
extent of the area and lots that were available, after taking 
into account the 500' setback from schools and the 300' 
setback from residences, both of which are included in the 
draft by-law. The limited industrial district runs southeast 
from the old railway bed, east to route 6, and south to 
roughly Holmes Woods. A map is available on the town 
web site. 

After confirming there are no other limited 
industrial areas in town, member Chris Collings observed 
that most of the available land appeared to be owned by 
Sippican Corporation, and he doubted this land would be 
sold for marijuana establishments. While other members 
said there was no point in speculating, he reiterated his 
point by saying, "We need to be careful we don't create 
a rule that is not useable." Member Andrew Daniel 
raised the same concern, describing the state's square 
footage requirements for cultivating plants. Daniel also 
suggested the by-law expand the 500' setback to include 
religious institutions, which may have Sunday schools. 
"I'd like [the marijuana establishments] to be allowed 
in the General Business district - [they] refer to them as 
package stores - that's the argument. We need to do what 
the people want." While Daniel was clear he didn't agree 
with the town's vote to allow the marijuana businesses, 
he cautioned, "I'm concerned we are hiding it in a corner" 
... adding later that marginalized business owners are 
at a disadvantage if the only area of opportunity is the 
limited industrial district. Collings concurred with this 
assessment saying "My radar is up - we are handing 
this opportunity to a handful of landowners. If I was a 
retail owner in town I'd be pissed." Daniel proposed 
that the 300' setback from residences be removed from 
the by-law, citing the preponderance of residences within 
300' of the general business zone. While it's not in the 
state regulations, Marum placed it in the town by-law 
because of "security concerns." Daniel suggested the 
board consider a marijuana overlay district, which would 
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determine areas throughout the town that would meet the 
setback requirements. 

Collings suggested that the town include in the 
by-law a schedule of services the town will be providing 
the businesses for which it could collect fees. He spoke 
with Town Administrator Paul Dawson who suggested 
that the language be explicitly stated in the by-law rather 
than leaving it to the host agreements created with each 
individual establishment. 

Board member Norm Hills urged the board to 
finalize the by-law, remarking that "I don't think it's too 
restrictive. We need to get something on the books." If 
there is no town by-law when the moratorium expires. 
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the state will treat the town as if there are no regulations 
within the town for marijuana establishments. 

Peter Campisano, a town resident, asked "Do we 
have a sense of what a majority of people in town [feel 
about] an outright ban and shouldn't that inform the by¬ 
law?" Daniel pointed out that the town approved the state 
question by 7 votes and, therefore, must follow a two- 
step process to ban the establishments: vote on a town¬ 
wide ballot followed by a vote at town meeting. Codings 
added, "We are obligated to put the by-law together in a 
timeframe that will not leave the town exposed - they can 
happen simultaneously." The board scheduled a special 
Planning Board meeting for Thursday, August 23 to 
finalize the draft in order to meet the deadline for a public 
hearing in September. 

In other business, after Saltonstall recused 
himself, David Davignon of N. Douglas Schneider and 
Assoc, presented a preliminary subdivision application 
for a two-lot subdivision. The 3.6 acre lot, located at 213 
Converse Road, extends east along the rear of lots on 
Beach Road. The owners are proposing to create a short 
cul-de-sac using a lot they purchased on Beach Road to 
create frontage for two new house lots. There is a house 
currently on the lot with frontage on Converse Road. The 
parcel had been subdivided by the previous landowners, 
creating a rear lot, which was subsequently dissolved and 
a covenant with the town required the owners to return 
to the planning board for any further subdivision of the 
lot. Davignon is requesting a number of waivers for the 
development, including: a reduction in the radius of the 
cul-de-sac; a reduction in the setback for clearing near the 
wetlands at the east end of the property; a reduction in the 
setback of the proposed retention pond from neighboring 
homes; and a waiver from paving the proposed road or 
installing sidewalks. The board members agreed that 
the road needed to be paved, citing the issues the town 
has had with plowing gravel roads. Daniel suggested 
Davignon speak with the fire chief regarding the 
adequacy of the radius of the cul-de-sac. Hills asked that 
Davignon provide "ghost images" of adjacent homes so 
the board can determine the impact some of the proposed 
waivers and road will have on the abutters. 
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The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board is 
scheduled for Thursday, August 23, 2018 at 7:00 pm. 

Board of Health Questions Farm Activities 

Mattapoisett Board of Health

Coming before the Mattapoisett Board of Health 
on August 21 was Attorney James Marsh representing 
local farmer, Michael King. 

Before the meeting began Chairman Carmelo 
Nicolosi explained to Marsh and King that a letter 
submitted by Marsh dated August 20 had to be submitted 
to town counsel before the BOH could discuss the matter. 

Further, Nicolosi said that Town Administrator 
Michael Gagne had advised him that if King arrived to 
the meeting with legal representation then the meeting 
should be continued until the town's counsel had 
weighed in on the matter. Nicolosi said, "We are not in a 
position to comment until town counsel sees the letter." 

The matter being discussed became clear when 
King played a July 18 voicemail he received from BOH 
inspector Robert Ethier. In it Ethier tells King that BOH 
agent Dale Barrows asked him to "check in with you" 
regarding alleged catering activities. Ethier tells King that 
the BOH has questions regarding whether or not he has 
the proper permits. Ethier also advises King that the state 
had been contacted. 

King told the BOH members that on July 14 he 


roasted a pig at a residence in Assonet for a private party. 
He asserted that the sale of a live animal to a private 
party was outside regulations and that the pig had been 
transported to a certified slaughterhouse in Rhode Island 
and then roasted at the Assonet home. 

"It was a private function on private property," 
King said. He added that he did not cater the event, 
did not provide anything other than the pig that he 
roasted for his customer on the customer's property. Of 
the inspector. King said, "In his haste to investigate the 
activity, he notified the DPH and USDA." 

Marsh's letter in response to the allegations 
brought by Ethier states that his actions, "resulted in the 
filing of a complaint with the Massachusetts Department of 
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Public Health and the USD A. We understand the acts taken 
were unauthorized, unilateral and without any basis or proof of 
the "Farm" violating any requirements or regulations. In fact, 
we understand the acts arose as a result of the Agent observing 
a photograph of a roasted pig posted on Facebook ." 

King said that the sale of the live pig and 
subsequent butchering at a certified facility were exempt 
from inspection under the Federal Meat Inspection Act. 

Marsh's letter refers to the actions by Ethier as 
"harassment." 

Nicolosi asked King what his objective was in 
meeting with the BOH on this day. King responded, "To 
clear the air - that I'm conducting legal activities." He said 
he was not catering food and his only products were the 


animals. Nicolosi said everything would be passed along 
to town counsel, "That's as far as we get today." He added 
that the BOH had not received any notifications from the 
USDA. 

In other matters, Barrows told the board members 
that the town had received a grant from the Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental Protection in the amount of 
$20,000. He said the funds would be used to educate the 
community on proper recycling techniques. Barrows said 
that his office would be planning a program that would 
engage senior citizens in teams of two to inspect recycling 
bins to make sure residents were placing the right type of 
recyclables in them. 

Board of Health Assistant Kate Tapper said 
that the bin inspectors would place tags on those that 
contained materials unsuitable for recycling. She said 
that records would be kept over an eight-week period 
to ascertain if the residents being notified of problems 
with their bins were improving. Tapper told the board 
members that the biggest problems were dirty recyclable 
materials, recyclables being placed in a plastic trash bag 
and then into the bin, and using the recycling bin for 
regular trash. 

Barrows said the objective was to get the 
residents to do all they could in an effort to reduce the 
costs associated with waste management, "Currently we 
pay between $35 to $65 per ton depending on how dirty 
things are." He said that non-recyclable trash costs $60 per 
ton. 

The board members also discussed increasing

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education at the grade school level, engaging ABC to 
assist in that effort, and to send the schools materials 
about proper recycling practices to be carried home by the 
children. 

Barrows advised the board members that costs 
associated with the disposal of televisions and mattresses 
had increased. Presently he said the transfer station is 
charging $30 for televisions and $20 for most mattresses. 
He said that ABC was charging the town $35 for such 
items. The board concurred that increased costs had to be 
passed along to the public. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Health may be cancelled for the month of September 
Barrows said. More information will be available at www. 
mattapoisett.net.

Making their first appearances on the board were 
Michael Ward and acting clerk, Jordan Rodrigues. Also 
seated were Kenneth Pacheco, Gene DesLandes, and 
acting chairman, Colby Rottler. 

Bachant's Special Permit application, for 
property located along the Route 6 business corridor, 
asked the ZBA to allow the construction of a three-unit 
condominium project. Rego described the residential 
units as one duplex and one free standing structure that 
collectively would comprise the three-unit condominium 
project on one 3.75-acre lot. 

Rodrigues asked if the project required a Special 
Residential District designation with lot sub-divisions and 
associated regulations. Bachant responded that although 
one unit would be free-standing and the other a duplex 
townhouse style structure, the entire project constituted a 
condominium project with three units on a single parcel. 

Bachant was asked if the units would be for rent 
or sale. He responded, 'Tor sale." 

Rego briefly covered details that were extensively 
evaluated and received an Order of Conditions from the 
Conservation Commission at an earlier meeting - issues 
such as storm water run-off and drainage systems. Asking 
those questions was Ward who said he had experience as 
a member of a conservation commission in another town. 

Pacheco said that the property in question 
had been for sale for a long time and he believed the 


residential project would be an improvement to the area. 
Other board members discussed the mix of residential 
and business properties along the Route 6 corridor, thus 
Bachant's project was in keeping with the area. The 
project received a Special Permit. 

Also receiving Special Permits were Robert and 
Jennifer Trudeau, 34 River Road for the construction of an 
above ground swimming pool, and Donald and Millicent 
Carlstrom, 102 Fairhaven Road, for the demolition of an 
existing single-family residence and the construction of a 
new home on the pre-existing footprint.

Marion Awarded $93K Grant to Assess Risks 
of Coastal Flooding 

A study proposed by the Town of Marion to 
assess the vulnerability of its wastewater infrastructure 
was one of nineteen projects to have been awarded a 
Coastal Resilience Grant from the Office of Coastal Zone 
Management (CZM). The Town received $93,660 to assess 
the risks from coastal flooding and storm surge to its 
pumping stations, and to identify what improvements are 
needed to reduce their vulnerability. 

The Coastal Resilience Grant Program supports 
local efforts to increase awareness and understanding 
of climate impacts, and to plan for changing conditions 
related to coastal storms, flooding, and erosion. All eight 
of Marion's pumping stations are located in a flood zone, 
and two are in the zone designated as most vulnerable. 
Analyses funded by this grant will compare the existing 
flood-level with future flood-level projections at each 
pump station to identify necessary upgrades to address 
storm surge and a heightened flood risk. Recommended 
upgrades may include elevating the pump station, raising 
its electrical components, waterproofing the structure, and 
modifying piping networks. 

According to the Executive Office of Energy 
and Environmental Affairs' Statewide and Major Basin 
Climate Projections, sea levels will likely rise between 
two and four feet by the year 2100. Over the same period, 
experts say there is a higher chance for extreme weather, 
including heavy precipitation events (which are already 
occurring 70% more often since the 1950s), and total 
winter precipitation could increase by as much as 34 
percent. 

The proposed study is part of the Climate 
Resiliency element in the 2017 Marion Master Plan. 
Addressing the vulnerability of the Town's wastewater 
infrastructure was also identified as a high priority 
in the state's Municipal Vulnerability Preparedness 
program (MVP) assessment for Marion. Participants at 
the MVP workshops in May 2018 identified key hazards.

My cat scratched my arm the other day and now my 
arm is getting very swollen. What Should I do? 

Call your physician. You may have contracted 
Cat Scratch Fever which is more than just a song 
from the 70's. The disease is caused by a bacteria 
called Bartonella. Cats are exposed when they 
are scratched by an affected cat that has fleas. 

The fleas suck blood and poop on the cat. The cat 
scratches itself and gets flea poop that contains 
a bacteria under the nails. They then scratch 
another cat or person and the bacteria gets 
inoculated under the skin. 

Bartonellosis is called an emerging disease as 
not much is known about it but it seems to 
be commonly carried in cats in our area. It is 
treatable with antibiotics.

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A Real American Hero

Deadpool 2. Starring Ryan Reynolds and Josh Brolin. 
Directed by David Leitch. Running time: 119 minutes.

The Deadpool movies are more or less the only 
superhero films I'll sit still for these days. Filthy and 
irreverent, splattering the camera lens arterially with great 
gusto, these are not remotely elegant examples of what the 
medium can do, nor are they conceived as such. They're 
parties, all winks and grins and farts and jostling elbows. 
Somehow, despite (or maybe because of) their raunch and 
gore and in-jokey tone, the movies occasionally achieve real 
pathos, as in Deadpool 2, when the eponymous anti-hero 
(Ryan Reynolds) mopes around suicidally after his girlfriend 
Vanessa (Morena Baccarin) exits the picture early on, or 
when new antagonist Cable (Josh Brolin), a grim ass-kicker 
from the future, reveals his true motivation for trying to kill 
burgeoning, unhappy mutant teen Russell (Julian Dennison). 

Some deaths and agonies are a lark; others are to 
be mourned or avoided. Hypocritical? I prefer to think that 
Deadpool 2, despite its meta clownishness, has a grasp of 
conflicting priorities. The plot demands that a bad character 
not be murdered by a character poised on the line between 
good and evil; however, there's nothing saying the bad 
character can't die some other way, preferably abruptly and 
hilariously. That's not really a spoiler, because at a Deadpool 
film you know anyone who deserves an ignoble reduction to 
a fine red mist will get one. Because nothing in the movie is 
actually real, and because the moviemakers (Reynolds gets a 
cowriting credit along with original Deadpool scripters Rhett 
Reese and Paul Wernick) know this, there's a freedom to play, 
to bend reality. 

Director David Leitch ( John Wick , Atomic Blonde) 
uses the CG palette to turn the movie into a roughhouse 
live-action Looney Tunes romp. It's easy to create amusing 
chaos with a character cursed with bad luck, but how about 
a hero — Domino (Zazie Beetz) — whose superpower is good 
luck? An entire concussive sequence follows Domino as she 
casually sidesteps certain death at multiple turns, and it's a 
lot funnier than misfortune plaguing someone relentlessly. 
(Unless it's the lottery winner in Final Destination 2. Nothing 
will ever be funnier than that.) Deadpool himself has a 
healing power that renders him pretty well unkillable, though 
the same can't be said for other members of Deadpool's team 
X-Force, including regular guy Peter (Rob Delaney) — whose 
function here is similar to the comically bland human Stu 



in What We Do in the Shadows — and an invisible hero called 
the Vanisher, who brings us one of the film's many cameos, 
references, and gags. (A subtle one is Deadpool's fixation on a 
song from Yentl , a musical by Barbra Streisand, who's married 
to Josh Brolin's dad.) I'm sure I didn't catch all of them, and 
Deadpool 2 may well be funnier for viewers who get the joke 
about "a guy who can't draw feet" (a common fan complaint 
about Rob Liefeld, the original Deadpool's co-creator). But as 
in Spielberg's Ready Player One , the fun here doesn't depend 
on a grounding in nerd trivia. 

Famously, Reynolds hungered for years to play 
Deadpool, even settling for playing a ridiculously muted 
version of the character in X-Men Origins: Wolverine. Now 
that he's on his second outing with the preferred iteration of 
Deadpool, Reynolds still seems grateful and happy to be a 
part of this unexpectedly lucrative franchise, which, being 
a 20th Century Fox enterprise and not helmed by Marvel/ 
Disney (well, until this past July, when Disney slurped up 
Fox), is off to the side with the X-Men, playing in a goofball 
backyard far away from Iron Man, Spider-Man, Captain 
America and the rest. Deadpool seems to take place in a reality 
where people watch the Marvel Cinematic Universe movies 
and the DC Universe movies, or maybe it's just Deadpool, 
whose powers might include the ability to comment on all 
entertainment, including that which features himself — or 
features Ryan Reynolds. (Keep watching through the end 
credits.) 

The movie spreads its fun around; not only white 
hetero males get to bring the pain. Aside from Domino, 
there's the very welcome return of the deadpan-hostile 
Negasonic Teenage Warhead (Brianna Hildebrand), who turns 
up with her new girlfriend Yukio (I assume a variation on 
Yukio from The Wolverine). The casual and, dare I say, mature 
way the movie handles NTW's sexuality — there are neither 
jokes nor hubba-hubba leering — is refreshing and good- 
hearted. And despite all its hip mayhem, directed both at 
anonymous thugs and at well-thumbed pulp tropes, Deadpool 
2 is also good-hearted. It doesn't strike me as nihilistic or 
even cynical (the way some parts of the Kick-Ass movies 
and, God knows, their source comics did). It doesn't want to 
punish you for enjoying the boomies and the splats and such 
spectacles as an enormous prisoner-transport vehicle tearing 
through cars like a bullet through wet Kleenex. It just wants 
to have a disreputable doofus good time and share it with us.
